Plain- 
tiff was unable to show there waa any 
privity of contract -between the parties, 
and that being so, there could be no 
action, : 
Mr Otte Kong Sing—I submit it is 
obvious there is privity of-contract. 

His Lordship—Prima facle I should 
think there was not. 

Mr Wilkinson said he should submit that 
the drawee of a bill of exchange was under 
no liability whataoaver to the payse of the 
bill until a contract had been established 
between them by the acceptance of the bill 
of exchange by the drawes, He uoted 
casoe, and said it was perfectly obvious 
that unlese there was some special con- 
tract between the drawee of a bill of 
exchange and the payen there is -no 
privity. A bill of exchange could nob 
operate a3 an equitable assignment. 

Mr Otto Koug Sing said it was cleat that 
the bank were accaptors from the fact of 
their paying the bill. They had converted 
to their own use monies belonging to the 
payee. Perhaps the action should have 
taken that form.

PULPIT ECHOES, 


In Union Chorch, on Sunday, the Rev, 
© H. Hickling pointed out that, though 
theories of origin may differ, it is clear that 
the “human race is gifted with a moral 
sense. Conscienca, under present cireum- 
stances, ueeds to be illumined’ ‘and 
instructed ; but a-clear conscienco is a 
erown which every one may wear. Tho 
very word morals means, at its root, 
habits, customs. But habits canact make 
morals. The custom of murder, rapine 
and lying practiced by any nation through 
centuries never changes these inte morals. 
Morals are accounted habits because the 
sentiments of right and wrong are inalien- 
able from established ways. Looking at 
others we speak. of their oxalted acts as 
their morals: as’ we look within upon somo 
great struggle, we think of our duty. That 
word is the testimony borne by the history 
of langunge to tho greatness of the human 
soul ; itis the witmess of the ages to tho 
worth of man. The root of the word duty. 
ig debt, obligation. The very structure 
of our language declares that -there is 
something each one otsht to do. 
But .the tenses of the verb -- ought 
have lost their distinction; only one re- 
mains and it serves for all, . That is the 
historic affirmation in our Jangnage that 
moral obligation (I ought) is above time 
aud escapes its conditions. Duty is. not a 
transient element, a thing of moods and 
tonses ; but itis an eternal reality, trans- 
eonding all limits of duration and all tho 
flow of time.. It involves a debt to right, 
an obligation to truth, which nothing can 

revoke. 

Failen- human nature, unable to-outroot 
this innate sense, tries to smother it by 
heaping up confused issues. Jesus Chrish 
comes to destroy the works of evil and to 
aweep away overy refuge of lies. | Neverthe-| 
loaa, He is tho . ctornal positive, .
